Toronto, Sept 15.—At the general 
synod yesterday xn important state- 


ment was made that whilst Newtound- 


Jand was still outside the Dominion the 
church of the island would not ap- 
proach the qvestion cf union with the 
church in Canada. Some dissension 
was caused by a proposed amendment 
to the proposed constitution by provost 
Body that in future the meetings of 
delegates should be residents of the 
particular diocese for which they were 
elected to represent. Canon O’Meara, 
speaking for the diocese of Rupert's 
Land, said the proposition was unfair, 
unwise and impossible. It would be 
unfair for the representatives of a 
thickly populated diocese, who would 
always be fully represented, to propose 
disfranchisement for large sections of 
the church. He held that the proposi- 
tion conflicted with one of the limit- 


general synod was formed under which 
each diocese was tohave the right to 
administer its affairs, dishop 
Machray, Metropolitan of Rupert’s 
Land, said if the amendment carried 
Rupert’s Land would not stay in the 
general synod.
